i.e During the Fiscal Year 1965 no formal meeting of the Subcommittee 
on Transportation was held, although the mechaniem still exists whereby 
formal meetings can be convened when requested by any member. In its place, 
and in responge to the need for interagency review, a highly satisfactory 
working level liaison and coordination function wes maintained throughout 
the year by informal contacts, particularly between the Departnants of 
State and Defense, the National Security Agency, and the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency. 

2. The decision to coordinate on an informal basis with other member 
agencies, rather than maintaining liaison through the formal mechaniam of 
the Subcommittee was dictated by the high priority tasks imposed on the 
transportation intelligence commmity, particularly those associated with 
the war in South Vietnam. Adherence to the informal meeting mechenismn 
would have required the expenditure of large number of man hours and would 
have worked a hardehip on the members not directly concerned with many of 
‘hese high priority tasks.
